Most of them show very caracteristic details about the 
customs of the period, written in a clever style.

Concini, afterwards Maréchal d’Ancre, took an important part 
in the history of the period. Born at Florence where his father was 
a notary, he came to France in 1600 with Maria de Médicis, and 
with the aid of his wife Galigai rapidily rose to high favour. After 
the death of HenrilV he became of Prime Minister Louis XIIIth and 
practicallyruled France. His rapid rise to fortune excited the jealousy 
of the nobility and in 1617 he was assassinated by Vitry in the 
Courtyard of the Louvre and his wife was condemned to death as 
a witch. (See about both: Nouv. Biogr. Gener. T. 11; Biogr. Uni- 
verselle.

The collection contains a.o. some pamphlets written under the 
pseudonym of Maistre Guillaume. About this pseudonym we were 
able to find some interesting notes.

He died in 1605, his realname being Marchand, chemistin Lisieux. 
Soon after his death his name was used as a pseudonym to cover the 
real names of the authors of the ,,pamphlets sur les affaires du 
temps’’, and so during 20 years Mr. Guillaume wrote a lot of pam- 
phlets. Most of them show very caracteristic details abcut the 
customs of the period, written in a clever style. 

Brunet says about these pamphlets: ,,La collection de toutes les 
piéces qui portent le nom de Mr. Guillaume pourrait étre d’un 
certain intérét, mais sans nul doute, elle serait fort difficile aformer.’’ 
Hoefer in his Nouv. Biogr. Gen. Vol. 22 (p. 703/4) says about these 
pamphlets ,,on y trouve souvent de la verve, de la gaieté, des détails 
curieux sur les moeurs et les €vénements de l’€pcque.”’
